- Our King hath the ſame French Copy, by which he wrir aſſuring the Proteſtants of Grace and 
Clemency, giving them Promiſes of Equal Liberty of Conſcience with his Papiſts, in preferring unto 
Offices and Imployments thoſe whom he reſolves co ſuppreſſe and ruine, ptevcuting the Executi- 
on of Laws, and in allowing Liberty of Conſcience in ſome notions, and the outward forms of wor- 
fhip in the Chtiſtlan Religion, provided always that they have no regard or Conſclence, ſor the 
ſubſtance of Chilſts Religion In juſtice and Righteouſneſs, nor flumble ar complying with him, or 
aſſiſting him, in the higheft Crimes againſt Jeſus Chrift, by invading the Rights and Liberthes of 
the Kingdom, and affuming a forcible domination to oppreſſe whom he pleaſe, which is a ſubver- 
ſion of the very foundation of juſtice and lore amongſt men, and by Confequence of the Rellglon 
preached and eftabliſhed by Chriſt. 

Theſe marters of fad are ſelf. evidences, and clearly ſhew that our grievous Oppreſſions by our

Upon thele certain infallible Foundations we build our Concluſion , that this ſuppoſed Prince 
of wales, Bora of the Body of the Qgetn, ought by the Laws of England, the Fundamental Rules 
of all Civil Juſtice and Government , and by the upalcerable Laus of God to be manifetily proved 
by them, that pretend it beyond all poſſi le Contrad!Aion in ſuch mander as is deſcribed aud 
ſpecifyed in the preceed lug Concluſion, and ſuch proofs ought to have been publickly divulged 
and made known to England and the World, before his Patrons ought to have entred in his name 
upon her Royal Highneſle(s Right in the Judgement of our Las, to be filled and reputed the 
Helteſi apparent tothe Crown of Exgland, and to aſſume to him that Honour and Glory, which 
her Highneſs juftly had in England, and all the Kingdoms and States of Exropt, to be apparently 
the ge xt Succeſſor to the Crown of England. 

Queſtionleſs, all the Civillz d Kirgdoms in the World, that are Hereditary, have purſued theſe 
Principles of Juſtice and Reaſon In thelt common cuſtom, to have their Princes Born in the pte- 
ſence of the Princes of the Blood, the chiefeſt Men of Religion, and the greateft Nobles and Of- 
*ficers in the higheſt Truſt for the Kingdom, and the Ambaſſadors and Miniſters ct Forreigu 
Kingdoms end States. That the Heirs of thoſe great Iaheritances might be ſo known and manifeſt, 
that it might not be poſſiole for any Controverſies to ariſe about their Births, and their beiug 
the Lineal Hcirs of the ReſpeRive Kingdoms. Whenſoever Rights of any kind arc obtained meet- 
ly by rettue of Birth, thoſe that claim them are bound to prove by Witneſſes ſutable to the Re · 

peRive Circumſtances of every Caſe, the reality of their pretended Birth at their Peril of beiog 
jaſtly excluded from the Rights they demand, yer Juſtice does not alwayes require the like Wit 
neſſes and clearneflesof Teſtimony abcut the Birth of all common Perſons, the Circymftances 
of their caſes being ſo different, that Witneſſes of ſuch qualitys, and la ſuch a number as may be 
ſatficient proof for the Birth of one Helt may juſtly be judged laſufficient for the birth of another.

The reaſon of our Law is of impregnable force in the caſe of the ſuppeled Prince, that the 
Witneſſes of his Birth ſhould be perfons publickly known, on whoſe knowledge, truth and credit, 
the whole Kingdom and the Chriſtian World ſhould rely lo a matter of ſuch vaſt conſequence,

and independent upon others to be more free from exception (which this caſe requires ) than 


thoſe that are of weak underſtandings without the advantage of excellent breeding and inftrution,

their Cendltions and Fortunes alſo are ſuppoſed by our Laws, to be above temptations by Bribes 
of Wealth or Honour, to connive at fall: hood, or to ſtoop to ſerve a Counterfeit Prince;
